Warren Kimbro, another 
Panther member who has 
pleaded guilty to second- 
degree murder in Rackley’s 
torture slaying last year, was 
on the witness stand with a 
i transcript of the broken and 
i discontinuous tape and iden- 
l.tified each speaker during the 
Superior Court session. 

' Erika Hudgins, a woman 
Panther member, described 
on the tape how the informa- 
tion was obtained from Rack- 
ley, first by a beating around 
the face and also by pouring a 
“couple of buckets of hot 
water” on him. Earlier , testi- 
mony said the water was 
scalding when it was poured 
over Rackley’s shoulders. 

The 12-member jury, which 
includes three blacks, listened 
almost impassively as the of- 
ten garbled recordings were 
stopped and started in the 
trial of the New Haven Panth- 
er captain, Lonnie McLucas, 

, who is charged with the first- 
degree murder of Rackley. 

Rackley allegedly admitted 
he was an informer a few 
hours before he was shot to 
d^ath May 19, 1969, in a Mid- 
d&field swamp. Kimbro said
